§N  THIS  INSTITUTION,  except  in  the  Preparatory  De- 
partment there  is  no  regular  Curriculum.  Scholarship 
is  measured,  not  by  the  time  spent  in  College,  but  by  the  attainments  actually 
made.  Degrees  are  conferred  when  the  prescribed  studies  have  been  mastered, 
not  when  a  fixed  course  has  been  passed  over.  The  organization  for  the  pres- 
ent, consists  of  a  Preparatory  Department  and  the  following  eight  schools,  viz, 
A  School  of  Mental  and  Moral  Science,  a  School  of  Greek;  a  School  of  Latin: 
a  School  of  Mathematics,  a  School  of  Natural  Science,  a  School  of  English,  a 
School  of  modern  Languages,  and  a  Commercial  School.  Other  Schools  will 
be  added  as  means  are  provided. 


PREPARATORY  DEPARTMENT. 


This  Department  consists  of  a  Primary  School  of  two  years,  and  a 
Grammar  School  of  four  years.  The  Course  of  study  is  adapted  to  the  age 
and  supposed  capacities  of  those  who  usually  attend  such  schools.  It  is  ar- 
ranged on  scientific  principles  and  is  the  result  of  years  of  practical  instruc- 
tion. A  student  who  completes  the  studies  of  this  Department  will  be  thor- 
oughly prepared  to  enter  the  higher  schools  of  the  College,  or  Freshman  Class 
of  any  College  or  University  of  the  country. 
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SCHOOL  OF  GREEK. 

Prof.  GEO.  WHARTON,  A.  M. 

The  course  of  instruction  in  this  school  comprises  a  careful  translation  and 
analysis  of  the  Greek  orators,  poets,  historians  and  philosophers,  with  progressive 
exercises,  both  written  and  oral,  in  analysis  and  composition. 

This  school  is  divided  into  five  classes,  of  which  the  first  two  belong  to  the 
Preparatory  Department,  while  the  last  three  belong  to  the  College  Schools;  and 
in  each  of  them,  two  of  the  following  authors,  selected  at  the  option  of  the  Pro- 
fessor, are  read. 

Students  can  enter  any  class  for  which  their  previous  preparation  fits  them. 

In  the  first  two  classes,  special  effort  is  made  by  means  of  exercises,  reviews 
and  exegeses,  to  give  the  thorough  training  necessary  for  laying  well  the  founda- 
ion  for  the  remainder  of  the  Course.

POST-GRADUATE  COURSE. 

This  Class  is  designed  for  those  graduates  in  Greek  who  wish  to  pursue  a 
course  of  reading  in  such  authors  as  are,  either  from  their  form  or  subjects,  less 
suited  for  the  regular  School.  It  comprises,  therefore,  a  more  extended  course  of 
studies,  and  also  a  brief  course  of  lectures  on  Philology,  Comparative  Grammar, 
and  the  Science  of  Language.  Text  Books;  Aristophanes,  Aristotle,  Plato,  New 
Testament,  Midler's  Science  of  Language. 

SCHOOL  Of  LATIN. 

Prof.  H.  C.  TIMBERLAKE,  A.  \L 

Th"  course  of  study  in  this  school  includes  the  Language,  History  and  Lit- 
eratur  ;    ••  the  Romans. 
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There  are  five  classes.  The  first  two  aiv  Preparatory,  and  in  these  pupils 
are  subjected  to  a  thorough  drill  in  the  forms  and  fundamental  principles  of 
Latin. 

In  the  three  College  Classes  an  exact  and  intimate  acquaintance  with  the 
Language  is  obtained  by  carefully  translating  Latin  into  English  and  English  in- 
to Latin.  The  doctrines  of  Latin  Syntax  are  discussed,  and  the  peculiarities  of 
the  language  explained.  Selections  for  reading  will  be  made  from  two  of  the 
works  named  in  each  class.

A  Post  Graduate  Course  will  be  taught  when  it  is  desired,  consisting  of  spe- 
cial instructions  in  those  studies  in  this  Department,  in  which  a  student  may 
wish  to  make  himself  specially  proficient.  Those  wishing  to  become  teachers  are 
recommended  to  take  this  Course. 


SCHOOL  OF  NATURAL  SCIENCE. 


This  School  embraces  a  Course  of  four  years,  one  of  which  is  considered  Pre- 
paratory.    The  following  is  the  schedule  Qf  studies:

Second  Year — Human  Anatomy.  (Cutter;)  Geology,  (Dana.)  Ref.  Ly ell's

Third  Year — Chemistry. 

Fourth  Year — Physics  or  Mechanic?. 

All  these  studies  are  taught  by  lectures  as  well  as  text-books.  The  means  of 
illustration  are  ample  in  all  Departments,  consisting  of  maps,  charts,  and  plates, 
collections  of  human  bones,  dried  preparations  of  the  different  parts  and  organs  of 
the  human  body,  microscopic  sections,  and  skeletons,  and  alcoholic  prepara- 
tion-: a  Large  collection  of  mineral  and  geological  specimens.  Numerous  bril- 
liant, practical  and  instructive  experiment-  in  Chemistry  are  performed;  and  G-e- 
ologieal  excursions  are  made  in  the  surrouhding  country.  Indeed,  everything 
possible  is  done  to  make  the  studenl  familiar  with  the  studies  of  the  Course 
The  Laboratory  is  extensive  and  well  stocked  with  all  the  material  necessary  for 
the  use  of  this  depart  ment.

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SCHOOL  OF  ENGLISH. 

Pkof.  l:.  M.   LEAVELL,  A.  M. 

This  School  is  designed  to  impart  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  EnglisH 
Language  and  its  literature. 

The  Language  is  studied  not  merely  in  its  modern  structure  and  forms, 
but  also  as  to  its  origin,  development  and  affinity  with  other  tongues.  After 
'  reviewing  the  subject  of  English  Grammar,  the  student  enters  upon  a  scien- 
tific study  of  his  own  speech,  commencing  with  Anglo-Saxon  as  the  basis, 
and  following  the  mother  tongue  through  its  successive  stages  to  its  develop- 
ment into  modern  English.  The  introduction  of  the  Danish,  Norman,  French 
and  other  elements  is  noticed,  and  their  comparative  value  as  constituent 
parts  of  the  present  English  is  discussed  by  lecture. 

Having  thus  gained  a  competent  knowledge  of  the  grammar  and  vocab- 
ulary of  the  Language,  the  class  proceed  to  the  study  of  English  Literature, 
beginning  with  the  biography  of  the  most  prominent  writers,  and  passing  to  the 
text  of  those  standard  authors  whose  works  have  been  tested  by  time,  and  ap- 
proved by  the  collective  judgement  of  mankind.  The  aim  in  this  department 
is  to  so  cultivate  and  shape  the  literary  taste  of  the  student  that  he  may  be 
safely  left   to  himself  in  his  choice  of  reading  after  leaving  college.

SCHOOL  OF  MENTAL  AND  MORAL  SCIENCE, 

PRESIDENT  W.  S.  WEBB,  D.  D. 

The  subjects  taught  in  this  Schqpl  belong  to  the  last  year  of  the  Course- 
For  the  first  five  montns  of  the  session  there  is  a  daily  recitation  in  .Mental 
Philosophy  and  Logic.  The  subjects  are  treated  by  topics.  Each  student  of 
the  Class  is  required  to  be  prepared  to  elucidate  fully  and  clearly  the  topics 
assigned  Eor  theday.      Full  and  free  discuss  in  is  allowed  and  encouraged. 

The  last  five  months  of  the  session  are  devoted  to  political  economy  and 
Moral  Science.  The  method  of  instruction  is  similar  to  the  above.  The  ob- 
ject desired  to  be  reached  in  this  School  is  not  merely  to  become  acquainted 
with  the  thoughts  of  others  on  these  important  Sciences,  but  to  teach,  students 
how  to  investigate  for  themselves  the  great  problems  of  our  mental  and  moral 
natures,  and  the  laws  which  govern  labor  and  capital.

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Any  student  completing  the  first  six  Schools  of  the  College,  as  now  organ- 
d,  will  be  enti Hied  to  the  degree  of  A.  B.;  those  completing  the  Schools  of 
Moral  Science,  Mathematics,  Natural  Sciences,  *  nglish  and  Latin,  will  re- 
ceive the  degree  of  B.  S.;  those  completing  the  Schools  of  Moral  Science,  Greek, 
Latin.  English  and  Natural  Philosophy  and  Chemistry  of  the  Natural  Science 
chool,  will  receive  the  degree  of  B.  L.  Those  completing  one  School  will  be 
entitled  to  a  certificate,  setting  forth  their  spectal   attainments. 


Those  who  have  taken  the  degree  of  A.  B.,  will  be  entitled  to  that  of  A. 
M.  in  course,  when  they  shall  have  pursued  a  course  of  study,  either  in  the 
College  or  after  they  have  left  the  Institution,  which  shall  be  adjudged  by 
the  Fatuity  as  equal  to  two  years  of  College  work. 

Xo  student  falling  below  6J  in  his  general  average  for  the  whole  course 
will  he  entitled  to  any  of  the  above  degrees. 

Any  student  reaching  as  high  as  7.7")  in  his  general  average  for  any  year. 
will  be  published  in  the  Catalogue  as  Distinguished. 


HONORS. 

No  student  will  be  permitted  to  compete  for  honors  unless  he  shall  have 
been  connected  witli  the  College  during  the  past  two  years  of  his  course. 

The  honors  will  lie  awarded  according  to  the  average  standing  during  the 
College  Schools  of  the  course 

In  comparing  the  average  standing  of  students  who  have  been  in  the 
College  an  unequal  number  of  years,  the  standing  for  the  extra  year  or  years 
shall  in  no  way  be  used  to  the  disadvantage  of  thejstudent'who  has  been  long- 
est connected  with  the  Institution,  lint  to  his  a  Ivantage  where  it  is  possible. 

Terms  of  Admission, 

The  applicant  for  admission  must  exhibit  satisfactory  testimonials  that 
he  sustains  a  good  moral  character.  If  he  has  been  a  member  of  any  other 
College,  he  will  be  expected  to    present  a  certificate  of  regular  dismission. 

Each  applicant  will  also  be  furnished  with  a  copy  of  the  laws  of  the 
College,  and  after  reading  them,  he  will  be  required  to  deliver  up  to  the 
President  all  fire-arms  or  weapons  of  any  kind  in  his  possession,  to  be  return- 
ed at  the  close  of  the  College  year;  and  he  will  be  required  to  sign  the  folio. v. 
ing  declaration  and  promise:

DAILY  EXERCISES, 

Every  secular  day  of  the  week,  except  Saturday,  each  student  is  required 
to  attend  at  least  three  recitations  or  lectures,  and  on  Saturdays  he  i^  exj 

to  prepare  bis  Declamations  and  Essays. 


A    portion    of  each    Monday    afternoon    is    devoted   to    the   delivery     of 
riginal    and  selected  declamations,  and  the  reading  of  original    essays  by 
all  the  members  of  the  College,  divided  into  appropriate  classes.    During  the  same 
in-  a  recitation  in  Rhetoric  or  Composition  is  required  of  each. 

Public  Worship  and  Other  Religious  Exercises. 

It  is  proposed  in  this  Institution  to  secure  attention  to  study  and  correctness 
of  deportment,  not  only  by  the  enforcement  of  rigid  enactments,  but  by  cultiva- 
ting i:i  the  student  a  taste  for  intellectual  pursuits,  virtuous  habits  and  high-toned 
•nor..  Religion,  the  basis  of  all  true  virtue,  will  be  made,  so  far  as  human  agen- 
cy can  do  it,  to  throw  her  healthful  restraints  and  purifying  influences  over  the 
student. 

With  this  view,  the  public  duties  of. each  day  are  opened  by  the  reading  of 
the  Scriptures,  with  prayer  and  sacred  song.  On  each  Thursday  night  a  prayer- 
meeting  is  held  in  the  College  Chapel,  which  the  students  are  encouraged  to  at- 
tend. Weekly  prayer-meetings  are  also  conducted  by  the  student.-  themselves, 
within  the  College  buildings.  Frequent  lectures  on  important  moral  topics  are 
also  delivered  by  the  President. 

A  deep  and  consistent  religious  sentiment  is  the  prevailing  characteristic  of 
the  College  community.  Young  men  whose  characters  have  been'moulded  under. 
proper  influences  in  their  earlier  years,  are  as  safe  here  as  when  surrounded  by 
the  influences  of  home.  They  are  absolutely  safe  nowhere.  They  are  as  safe 
here  as  the  restraints  of  morality  and  religion,  combined  with  rigid  but  paternal 
College  authority,  can  make  them. 

MERIT  ROLL. 

An  account  of  the  delinquencies' of  each  student,  and  his  daily  attendance 
conduct  and  scholarship  will  be  kept.  The  result  determining  his  place  on  the 
Merit  Roll  will  be  reported  at  the  end  of  every  ten  weeks,  or  four  times  a  year,  to 
his  parent  or  guardian.  A  student  falling  below  5  1-2  in  his  average  for  any 
quarter  in  any  class,  will  not  be  permitted  to  remain  in  the  class.  If  the  average 
in  all  hi.-  studies  for  two  successive  quarters  be  less  than  5  1-2.  his  parents  will  be  re- 
vested to  withdraw  him  from  the  College.  More  particular  information  will  be 
found  in  the  Code  of  printed  laws  for  the  government  of  students,  which  can  be 
seen  on  application  to  the  President  or  any  member  of  the  Faculty. 

Management  of  Funds. 

The  ordinary  method  of  allowing  students,  away  from  parental  control  for 
the  rirst  time,  perhaps,  the  uncontrolled  use  of  money  is  productive  of  great  evil, 
mixed  with  scarcely  any  good.  A  free  use  of  money  doe.-  not  add  to  the  respect- 
ability "f  a  student  at  College,  while  it  -objects  him  to  a  multitude  of  tempta- 
tions he  would  otherwise  be  five  from.     By  a  special  law  passed  by  the  Legisla- 

.  merchants  and  others  are  forbidden  under  penalties  and  forfeiture  of  debt, 
lit  any  student  of  this  College  without  express  permission  of  the  parent, 
guardian  or  Presidenl  of  the  College. 
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If  any  students  should  contract  debts  without  the  approbation  of  the  pa- 
rent or  guardian,  it  will  be  their  own  fault  it*  they  pay  them,  the  law  not  requir- 
ing it. 

The  President  cannot  purchase  books  and  other  articles  for  students  unless 
funds  are  deposited  with  him  for  that  purpose. 


SPECIAL  EMAGTHSST. 

13y  a  special  enactment  the  Legislature  has  prohibited  the  retailing  of  intox- 
icating liquors  in  Clinton  and  vicinity.  This  law,  which  has  heen  in  foroe  for 
many  years,  though  not  as  well  executed  as  it  probably  should  have  been,  has 
nevertheless,  worked  admirably.  It  has  to  a  large  extent,  suppressed  intemper- 
ance in  the  town,  and  by  greatly  removing  temptation  out  of  the  way,  has 
rendered  the  place  comparatively  desirable  as  a  residence  for  the  young.  It 
ik  to  be  hoped  that  the  corporate  authorities  will  see  that  this  law  is  rigidly  enfor- 
ced. The  success  of  the  College  depends  largely  upon  the  co-operation  of  the 
College  and  civil  authorities  in  the  maintenance  of  law  and  order.  Careful  par- 
ents will  not  send  their  sous  where  they  will  he  exposed  to  needless  temptation. 

Apparatus,  etc, 

The  extensive  Apparatus,  Libraries,  and  other  appliances,  formerly  belonging 
to  the  College,  were  all  preserved  during  the  war.  To  these,  valuable  additions 
have  been  made,  and  other  additions  will  be  made  each  year  to  meet  the  necessi- 
ties which  may  arise 

Besides  the  Cabinet  of  Geology  and  Mineralogy,  belonging  to  the  College, 
the  students  have  the  use  of  the  Cabinet  formerly  belonging  to  the  Professor  of 
Geology,  now  the  property  of  Dr.  Hillman,  which  contains  valuable  collections, 
and  is  constantly  increasing.  The  Professor,  especially  during  a  year's  absence 
in  different  parts  of  the  United  States  and  in  Central  America  and  in  Europe,  en- 
joyed peculiar  advantages  for  the  collection  of  specimens.  These  he  improved 
to  such  a  degree  as  to  add  very  greatly  to  his  already  valuable  Cabinet.  He  also 
took  special  pains  to  improve  himself  in  whatever  would  enable  him  to  perform 
his  duties  with  efficiency.  As  a  result  he  has  heen  enabled  to  give  to  the  Course 
of  Study  in  Physical  Sciences  a  character  for  excellence  which  it  never  before 
p<  assessed. 

literary  Societies, 

The  two  Literary  Societies,  the  Hermenian  and  the  Philomathean,  are  in  a  I 
flourishing  condition.  They  meet  once  a  week  for  debate  and  other  exercises. 
Enthusiastic  and  ardent  in  their  devotion  to  Society  duties,  constant  improvement 
mark-  the  progress  of  the  membership.  Each  Society  possesses  a  well  selected 
Library,  which  i.-  accessible  to  all  the  members.  Members  of  these  Societies  who 
have  left  College  can  render  an  essential  service  by  securing  donations  of  books 
t<>  these  Libraries. 
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Society  of  Missionary  Enquiry. 


Thife  Society  is  also  in  a  flourishing  condition.  Its  object  is  to  obtain  and  dif- 
fuse information  on  the  subject  of  Christian  Missions.  They  meet  monthly  for 
discussion,  and  for  the  reading  of  essays  and  ■correspondence.  Once  a  quarter 
a  Missionary  Sermon  is  preached  before  the  society  by  one  of  the  leading  pastors 
of  the  State. 


Criiio-Tlieoloaiau  Society, 

This  is  a  Society  composed  of  those  student,-  who  have  the  Christian  Ministry 
in  view.  Its  object  is  the  investigation  6f:important  Scriptural  themes,  and  the 
discussion  of  those  questions  that  are  intimately  connected  with  their  future  work# 
The  exercises  consist  of  carefully  prepared  essays,  exegeses,  and  debates,  and  have 
proved  exceedingly  interesting  and  profitable.

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Students  for  the  Ministry 

Such  students  are  not  required  to  pay  tuition,  if  approved  and  recom- 
mended to  the  College  authorities  by  the  Board  of  Ministerial  Education. 
Provision  is  also  made,  as  far  as  possible,  for  paying  the  Board  of  those  who 
may  need  assistenee.  Those  wishing  to  pursue  a  course  of  study  with  refer- 
ence to  the  Ministry,  should  correspond  with  the  President  of  the  College. 
The  sons  of  those  Ministers  who  are  actively  engaged  in  the  duties  of  their 
calling,   also,  receive  their  tuition  free. 


Withdrawal. 

Students  who  are  not  discharging  Eheir  duties  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Faculty,  or  who  are  guilty  of  misconduct  not  sufficient  to  demand  probation 
orexpulsion,  will  receive  official  warning  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Faculty. 
Should  a  student  receive  three  such  warnings  during  one  session,  his  parents, 
or  guardian  will  be  required  to  withdraw  him  from  school.  Parents  will  be 
dulv  notified  of  such  warning. 


Commercial  School, 

For  many  years  we  have  had  in  successful  operation  in  the  College 
a  Commercial  Department,  where  students  can  acquire  a  knowledge  of  all 
the  forms  of  business  necessary  to  an  ordinary  business  life.  By  taking  one 
study  less  in  the  Literary  Course,  they  can  in  the  course  of  two  years,  as  thor- 
oughly qualify  themselves  for  business  as  in  any  Commercial  College,  and 
at  one-fourth  the  expense.  By  pursuing  al  the  same  time  other  and  cognate, 
studies  the  foundation  of  a  broad  and  intelligent  usefulness  will  he  laid,  and 
the  superstructure  will  he  a  question  merely  of  capaG'tyi  We  earnestly  com- 
mend this  Department  to  the  attention  of- parents. 


Military  School. 


The  object  of  this  School  is  to  secure  a  proper  development  of  the  physi- 
cal system,  to  promote  habits  of  promptness,  regularity  and  obedience  and  to 
encourage  economy  in  dr">s.

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Terms  of  Payment. 

Payment  will  be  required  quarterly  in  advance,  and  no  deductions  will 
be  made  exeept  incases  of  protracted  sickness.  Cash,  and  Cash  quarterly  in 
advance,  are  our  only  terms.  No  student  will  be  allowed  to  make  a  recitation 
unless  these  terms  are  complied  with  The  rule  is,  no  pay,  no  recitation 
These  are  the  terms  at  the  beginning  of  each  quarter  as  well  as  at  the  be- 
ginning of  each  session.  Unless  the  quarterly  payments  are  made  promptly 
recitations  must  cease.     The  following  are  our  Charges:

There  are  no  incidental  charges  except  as  stated  above. 


Hoard,  including  furnished  rooms,  fuel  and  washing,  may  be  obtained  in 
private  families,  at  rates  varying  from  $10  00  to  $15  00  per  month.  Four 
weeks  aiv  considered  a  school  month.  Some  students  by  working  a  short  time 
each  day  for  the  family  with  whom  they  board,  have  reduced  their  board  to 
$8  ©0  per  month;  others, by  renting rpoms  and  clubbing,  have  boarded  themselves 
at  an  expense  of  not  over  $6  00  per  month.  Students  can  board  in  town  only  in 
such  families  as  are  recognized  by  the  Trustees  and  Faculty  as  suitable  for  keep- 
ing College  students. 

Such  families  only  will  be  recognized  as  suitable  as  shall  pledge  themselves 
to  render  assistance  to  the  Faculty  in  the  maintenance  of  discipline,  by  report- 
ing to  them  any  violation  of  the  College  La.?s  with  which  they  may  become  ac- 
quainted. Persons  who  wish  to  board  students  should  make  it  known  to  the  Pres- 
ident before  the  opening  of  each  session.  The  Faculty  will  not  permit  students 
to  board  in  houses  where  disorder  is  allowed. 


BOARDING  HaLL. 

Connected  with  the  College  is  a  well  kept  Boarding  Hall,  where  board  and 
washing  can  be  had  at  actual  cost.  In  this  Hall  each  student  furnishes  his  own 
room  and  is  required  to  keep  it  in  order.  They  cut  their  own  wood,  make  their 
own  fires,  and  perform    such  other  services  as  materially   reduce  the  cost  of  ser- 
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vant  hire.  The  Hall  is  nol  conducted  oti  the  messing  system.  Cooks,  washers, 
etc..  are  employed:  and  the  Hall  is  under  the  charge  of  a  gentleman  and  lady,  a 
family,  and  thus  the  students  are  brought  Under  the  family  influence  as  much  as 
in  private  boarding  houses. 

By  means  of  this  Hall,  which  is  well  conducted  and  popular,board  for  the  last 
four  years  has  been  reduced  to  eight  dollars  per  month,  including  washing  .and 
rent.  Th"  bills  must  be  paid  monthly  in  advance,  else  an  additional  charge  is 
made. 

Students  not  studying  for  the  ministry  are  charged  one  dollar  per  month 
rent,  and  all  others  50  cents  per  month.  Those  who  do  not  meet  their  bills. 
promptly  hereafter  will  he  required  to  leave  the  Hall  at  once,  as  one  source  of 
economy  is  in  prompt  and  regular  payment  of  dues.  The  cost  of  furnishing  a 
room  need  not  he  over  $10  00  per  student.  Much  that  is  needed  can  easily  he 
brought  from  home. 


LOCATION. 


The  College  is  located  at  Clinton.  Hinds  county,  Mis.-.,  on  the  Vicksburg  & 
Meridian  Railroad,  ten  miles  west  of  Jackson,  the  Capital  of  the  State,  and  thirty- 
five  miles  east  of  Vicksburg,  it  chief  comm  -ivial  city.  This  section  of  the  State 
issurpassed  by  none  in  the  fertility  of  its  soil, the  abundance,  variety  and  quality  of 
its  productions  and  the  virtue  and  intelligence  of  its  inhabitants,  The  town  is 
small,  containing  not  more  than  three  or  four  hundred  inhabitants,  is  situated 
among  the  hills,  and  is  celebrated  for  its  healthf illness,  In  the  early  settlement 
of  the  country,  it  was  called  Mount  Salus  or  Mountain  of  Health,  It  has  never 
been  visited  by  yellow  fever.  In  1878.  while  so  many  places  were  so  fearfully 
scourged,  Clinton  was  never  more  healthy*  It  has  enjoyed  the  privilege  of  excel- 
lent schools  for  more  than  forty  years,  hence  fne  people  are  generally  intelligent, 
cultivated  and  refined, 

There  is  probably  no  town  in  the  State  or  in   the  South  where  the  } pie  so 

generally  yield  to  the  restraint  of  morality  and  religion.  The  College  has  al- 
ways been  celebrated  for  its  healthful  moral  influences,  and  not  only  the  College 
community,  but  the  community  at  large,  is  largely  controlled  and  fashioned  by 
them.  Practical  religion  and  high-toned  morality  are  eminent  characteritics  of 
the  Institution,  and  students  who  remain  with  us  long  enough  to  receive  perma- 
nent impressions,  seldom  leave  us  without  improved  characters  and  more  elevated 
views  of  life. 

As  parents  can  not  be  too  particular  in  selecting  the  schoql  where  they  would 
educate  their  sons,  it  affords  us  much  pleasure  to  be  able  to  commend  the  College 
to  their  confidence.  The  ruinous  tendencies  of  college  life,  of  which  we  hear  so 
much,  are  seldom  seen   in  Mississippi  College.     On  the  contrary,  many  ahoy  has 

1 n  saved  who. in  all  probability, would  have  been  ruined,hadhe  remained  among 

the  companions  of  his  youth,  We  would  not  wish  to  convey  the  impression, 
however,  th  it  this  is  a  reformatory  school.  It  is  a  dangerous  experiment  to  -end 
a  had  hoy  to  college.  It  is  better  i:>v  the  college  at  least,  that  he  stick  to  the 
plow  or  bench, 
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Bequests, 

It  is  hoped  that  as  the  spirit  of  Christian  education  increases  in  our  South- 
land, and  as  people  realize  more  and  more  the  place  and  power  of  true  education 
as  a  promoter  of  Christianity,  they  will  be  disposed  to  give  to  it  that  aid  which 
its  importance  demands  Peabody,  Vassar,  Packer,  and  others,  have  immortalized 
their  names  by  their  munificent  gifts  to  the  cause  of  education.  There  are  none  in 
our  section  of  the  country  who  can  give  such  vast  sums  as  these  men  have  given 
but  there  are  many  who  could  give  their  hundreds,  or  perhaps  a  few  thousands, 
and  thus  by  a  combination  of  small  benefactions,an  equal  amount  of  solid  and  per- 
manent good  may  be  accomplished.  For  those  who  are  disposed  to  aid  this  noble 
work  a  form  of  Bequest  is  here  given  :
